The inventions can be 

shown to be distinct if cither or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process tor usrng the 
product ascWmed can be practiced with another tnaterially different product or (2)the product 

as claimed can be nsed in a materially different proces. of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the composition of tovention II can be used in a process to rarse 

an antibody. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate sutus in the art as shown by their different classiiication and rea>gnized divergent 
subject matter and because the searches required for the groups are not co-extensive, resmcUon 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
